On July 30, 2007, the Pineville Housing Authority (“PHA”) filed a letter with the 

Commission requesting that it not be required to install curb stop valves as required by 

807 KAR 5:022, Section 9(17)(a)(1).  The Commission will treat this letter as an

application for authority to deviate from the provisions of that regulation.

PHA specifically requests the deviation for a 40-unit complex on Northside Drive, 

where each unit has its own meter with a cut-off valve.  This exact issue was before the 

Commission in Case No. 1994-00294.1 By Order dated August 10, 1994, the 

Commission granted PHA’s deviation request for the 40-unit complex on Northside 

Drive.  We found that the installation of curb stops “would not afford an appreciable 

amount of added safety.”2
